Wilbur Wright and Orville Wright, 
the aeronauts, entered suit In the Uni¬ 
ted States Circuit Court at New York 
against the Aeronautic Society, charg¬ 
ing Infringement of patent righta on 
thalr aeroplane Inventions. The Wrights 
complain that the society procured from 
the Herring-Curtiss Company flying- 
machines alleged to be Infringing tbs 
Wrights' patents. 

By an overwhelming vote the Ala¬ 
bama House to-day passed the anti- 
club bill by the provisions of which 
evsn the most sanguine anti-Prohlbl- 
tlon leaders believe clubs will be forced 
to cut out every sort of liquor on sale 
or distribution. Every application for 
charter must bear the promise not to 
allow liquors sold or distributed or 
stored.

SCHEIE NIPPED IN BUD 

John C. and Marion 0. Roberts Occupy Adjoining Cells 
In Jefferson County Jail. 


WELLMAN OFF 
FOR THE POLE 


Trunk Full of Spurious Bills 
Held As Evidence. 


Bogus Mexican Paper Repre¬ 
sents $1,000,000. 


Dreams of Wealth, Collapse 
Like Pricked Bubble. 


WOMAN IN CASE RELEASED. 


A $1,000,000 counterfeit money 
scheme and a proposed bogus stock and 
bond certificate swindle crashed to¬ 
gether like steps of sand when Secret 
Service Agent Donnella took into cus¬ 
tody the alleged brains of the fraud 
corporation yesterday morning. The 
alr-castle fortune of perhaps two or 
more millions had been tottering since 
Monday, but It was not until 8ecrct 
Service Agent Donella placed John 
Roberts under arrest at Simpsonvllle, 
Ky.. that the dreams of wealth for 
Roberts and his brother, Marlon, col¬ 
lapsed like a bubble pricked with a 
pin. 

The Roborts brothers occupy cells in 
the Green-street stronghold and the 
possibility is that they will remain 
there until their trials, as there Is lit¬ 
tle possibility of these near million¬ 
aires getting anyone to go their bonds 
of $15,000 each. 

0 0 0 

Printer Released On Bond. 


William Koenig, an expert printer, 
who has confessed to printing the fake 
paper certificates. Is out on a bond 
of $1,500. He pleads Ignorance of any 
criminal Intent and the Roberts broth¬ 
ers substantiate his statement*. The 
size of his bond Indicates that the 
Government officials are not firmly 
convinced of any criminal guilt on Koe¬ 
nig's part In the planned frenzied trans¬ 
act Ion a 

Mamie Harp, a housekeeper for and 
niece of Marlon Roberts, was lodged In 
the county jail, but released upon her 
own recognizance after the arrest of 
John Roberts. 

Locked up In the custom house Is a 
brass-bound steamer trunk filled with 
crisp 100 (peso) Mexican notes, to the 
counterfeit value of more than a cool 
$1,000,000. There Is also a quantity of 
fine bond paper, suitable for stock and 
bond certificates and paper money in 
tho possession of the Government men. 
• • • 

Bins All Complete. 


Both the brothers are said to 
have confessed th**lr guilt Marlon 
is under the care of Dr. Lewis 
J. Ryans, a doctor employed by the 
Government, and Is said to be too ill 
to hold any conversation. John Is 56 
years old. and his brother 54. As far 
as known neither of the men have a 
criminal record. The extreme penalty 
for counterfeiting nny kind of money 
Is life Imprisonment. The counterfeit 
mint was at Harrod's Greek. 

Jail officials who have watched Ma¬ 
rlon Roberts since his Incarceration as¬ 
sert that he Is weak-minded and lacks 
the mental power to keep hlm*ctf clear 
of the kind of a deal he Is alleged to 
have entered Into. John Roberts, who 
weighs 260 pounds. Is alleged to have 
engineered the get-rich-quick plan, all 
excepting that part of It which involved 
the printing of stock and bond certifi¬ 
cates to order.

Bogus Stocks and Bon da 


It was Marion Roberts who went lx 
for the bogus stocks and bonds. It Is 
said, and It was his operations in this 
direction which shattered the dreams 
of a Mexican fortune. It Is the belief of 
the officers that Marlon got the $4,800 
found on him from John and then kick¬ 
ed a hole In John's wealth by exposing 
It to view. 

The Government men are still search¬ 
ing for a negro who hauled away the 
plates and the press from the Hotrods 
Creek house in which the money was 
printed, all except for the stamping of 
two letters—a M and an N. 

Detective Simons stated while telling 
the part played In the arrests by the 
local police that the Government men j 
were watching New York. It Is believed 
that it was there that the plates from 
which the money was printed were se¬ 
cured. 


he confronted Marlon Roberts and the 
woman, who wa* held as a material 
witness. Shortly after noon the wom¬ 
an and Roberts—after having spent 
Tuesday night at the post-office under 
guard, and Koenig, who had Just been 
arrested, were taken to the Jefferson 
county Jail and locked up. Their 
names, however, were kept off the slate 
at the request of Detective Donnella, 
who feared that news of the arrests 
might get out and destroy his chances 
of catching John Roberts.

Trunk Gives a Clew. 


Leaving hia captives behind him In 
the Jail. Detective Donnella operated In 
Louisville about four hours and finally 
learned that John Roberts, with his 
strong brass-bound trunk had gone to 
Shelbyvllie on the Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville 5 o’clock train. He followed on 
a later train and on reaching Shelby¬ 
vllie learned that his man had tarried 
there only long enough to board a train 
for SlmptonvUle. The detective fol¬ 
lowed the tcent and arrived in Slmp- 
■onvllle about 8 o'clock. 

At Simpsonvllle Detective Donnella 
questioned the railroad station agent, 
who Informed him that a large, port¬ 
ly man had arrived there that evening 
with a large brass-bound trunk In his 
possession. Ho remembered the man 
partly on account of his great size, 
but chiefly on account of his unusual 
actions toward the brass-bound trunk. 
The stranger remained close to It at 
all times and insisted on taking It with 
him to the farm, about four and one- 
half miles from Simpsonvllle, where he 
boarded. 

Before retiring Wednesday night at 
Simpsonvllle Detective Donnella cast 
about In the little country town and

FLOODS IN COLORADO 


WASH AWAY RAILROAD TRACKS 
AND BRIDGES. 


EASTERN TOURISTS DETOURED 
OVER CIRCUITOUS ROUTES. 


CLOUDBURST NEAR TRINIDAD. 


Denver, Col., Aug. 19.—Cloudbursts 
In Southern Colorado caused further 
damage by floods late to-day. The 
downpour of rain near Trinidad was 
said to be the worst since 1804. 

The water rushing through Purge - 
tolre River washed out several bridges 
and the tracks of the Colorado and 
Southern railroad were torn away in 
places. 

In other parts of the State the flood 
conditions, brought about by unusual¬ 
ly heavy rains In the last three days, 
are improving. 

Trains blocked In lonely mountain 
passes, tracks washed away or In some 

Instances pitched Into canyons hun¬ 
dreds of feet below, people driven from 
their homes to seek safety with their 
belongings In higher places—these were 
scenes,. revealed nt daybreak to-day 
along tne overflowed Arkansas River. 

Alarmed by another cloudburst at 
Four-Mile Creek, near Canon City last 
night, scores of people In the lower sec¬ 
tions o' Pueblo and other points pass¬ 
ed the night In rescuing their house¬ 
hold effects from the danger line. 

The famous Royal Gorge, walled In 
by rock 1,000 feet high, has been 
washed by a torrent for almost forty- 
eight hours and the railroad tracks 
have been washed out. Trains on the 
Colorado Midland, the Denver and Rio 
Grande and other railroads, most of 
them currying Eastern tourists, have 
been detoured over circuitous routes. 

One road had to detour its trains by 
way of Almosa, Col„ iq the southern 
part of the State, a distance out of the 
regular line of travel of more than 300 
miles. Engineers have been sent out by 
some of the roads to determine the 
amount of damage done In the moun¬ 
tain passes. It being declared that the 
detouring of trains will be necessary 
for four or five days. 

Not only the Arkansas river, but al¬ 
most all of Its tributaries are overflown. 
The rainfall in the last two days has 
been unusual _ 

CRETANS AT CANDIA — 
RAISE GREEK FLAG 


MILITIA STANDS BY UNABLE TO 
PREVENT ACT OF ARMED 
BODY OF CITIZENS. 


THREE DAYS REQUIRED 

To Get At the Bottom of the Big 
Deal. 

It required Just three days of care¬ 
ful and deliberate work on the part 
of the police agents from the local 
Secret Service Bureau to land John 
Roberts. Federal Detective Donnella. of 
the local bureau, started out to run his 
quarry down last Tuesday evening aft¬ 
er extracting. It Is alleged, a confes¬ 
sion from Marlon Roberts. 

Late Tuesday afternoon, at about 
dusk, the Federal detective procured a 
big automobile here and sped to Shel- 
byvllle, where he made Inquiries for 
the much-wanted man. He remained 
In 8ho!byvllle all that night and was 
successful' only In picking up a clew 
that led to the apprehension of Albert 
Koenig. 

About 9 o'clock Wednesday morn¬ 
ing Mr. Donnella hurried back to Lou¬ 
isville, reaching the city In his au¬ 
tomobile about 10 o'clock. He went at 
once to the Ellls-Gottschalk Printing 
Company, where Koenig was taken Into 
custody. 

When the officer Informed him that 
he was wanted on a Federal warrant 
and that he was accused of counter¬ 
feiting Koenig was taken completely by 
surprise. It was some minutes before 
he could find his voice to speak and 
when he did he declared that he was 
innocent of all knowledge of crime. He 
was taken to the office of the Secret 
Service Bureau In the post-office, where 


Cananea. Island of Crete. Aug. 19.— 
The armed Inhabitants of Candla, the 
largest city of Crete, to-day reholated 
the Greek flag In the presence of a 
squad of mihtla, who were powerless 
to prevent the proceedings. A conflict 
was averted through the Intervention 
of the Metropolitan, who begged the 
officers to confine the soldiers to their 
barracks. 

The consuls of the Powers have de¬ 
manded that the government of Crete 
give a written guarantee that the 
Greek flag will not be hoisted after 
the departure of the international 
squadron. The government replied It 
will do so when order has been re¬ 
stored at Candla. 


Powers Warn Turkey Again. 

Constantinople, Aug, 19.—The Turk¬ 
ish fleet, having concentrated at Kar- 
pathos, an Island belonging to Turkey, 
and a short distance from Crete, tho 
representatives of the Powera to-day 
renewed energetic warnings to the 
Porte against jeopardizing the peace by 
pushing her relations with Greece to 
the extreme. 

Flag Is Hauled Down. 

Canea. Island of Crete. Aug. 19.— 
Advices received from Candla to-night 
say that the Governor on the demand 
of the Government removed the Greek 
nag without opposition. Therefore, the 
incident Is regarded as closed.

August 16. 


Airship Begins Perilous Jour¬ 
ney in Fair Weather. 


Two Men Accompany Daring 
Explorer. 


FOUR YEARS’ PREPARATION. 


Paris, Aug. 19.—A special dispatch 
ha* been received from Trieste saying 
that according to a telegram received 
from the captain of the Italian steam¬ 
er Thalia, now at Hammerfest, Norway, 
Walter Wellman left Spitzbergen 
August 16, in his dirigible balloon, 
bound for the North Pole. He had a 
favorable wind when the start was 
made. 

• • • 

Previous Disappointments. 


For the past four years Walter Well¬ 
man. of Chicago, has been devoting bis 
time to preparations for an undertak¬ 
ing to roach the North Pole by airship. 
He was at Spitzbergen In 1906 with a 
balloon, but postponed his departure 
on account of the lateness of the sea¬ 
son. In 1907 a start was mode In the 
airship America, but the vessel encoun¬ 
tered & storm and was driven back, 
and the attempt for that year was 
abandoned. 

Mr. Wellman left New York on May 
12 of thla year for Spitsbergen, where 
he has been engaged" in completing his 
preparations for the start he is now 
said to have made three days ago. He 
estimates that under favorable condi¬ 
tions the North Pole can be reached 
from Spitzbergen in from two to five 
days.

MENTION HOPKINS AS ONE. 


New York. Aug 19.—(Spectul.)—The 
summons and complaint' was Died to¬ 
day in a suit brought here by David 
B. and Max Weber against Ed¬ 
ward D. Stair for an accounting of 
their Joint theatrical business In Louis¬ 
ville since 1903, and for an order ad¬ 
judging that they are still partners with 
Stair in the control of the Avenue, New 
Masonic and Hopkins theaters, at Lou¬ 
isville. 

The complaint, which was filed by 
Leon Laski, counsel for the Wet**r§. 
makes serious charges against Mr Stair 
and declares that he has made every ef¬ 
fort to conceal the real receipts of the 
Avenue and New Masonic theaters dur¬ 
ing the five years’ joint control of the 
houses beginning In 1903. The plaintiffs 
say that in 1903 they held the lease 
of the New Masonic theater, while Stair 
controlled the Avenue. He proposed 
that they combine under un arrange¬ 
ment by which he was to do all tho 
hooking for the two theaters and have 
authority to run them as he saw fit. 
They signed the articles of agreement 
by which Stair was to get 60 per cent, 
of the profits and stand 60 per cent, of 
the looses, while the Webers were to 
have 40 per cent. 

The articles of agreement attached to 
the complaint say that this percentage 
was to hold until 1905, when they wero 
to split up the profits and losses 
equally. 

The leases on the two houses expired 
last year at about the same time and 
the Webers say that they had stipulated 
that neither party to the agree¬ 
ment should-make any arrangement for

August 27—Dispatch received that 
airship was ready to sail August 20. 
but was retarded by unfavorable wind. 

Augvst 81.—Mr. Wellman cables that 
airship had been waiting for a fort¬ 
night for opportunity for trial trip 
and start to the pole. Strong norLi 
winds blowing for three weeks. 

September 2—Flight to pole begun 
In bad weather, but the America en¬ 
counters a storm and Is driven back by 
the fury of the gale, landing on a 
glacier. Everything is saved.

Will Try Again. 


May 4, 1909.—Walter Wellman an¬ 
nounces that he will make another at¬ 
tempt. under his Individual responsibil¬ 
ity. during the summer to reach the 
pole by Rlrahlp. 

June 7.—Cables from Paris announoe 
that many Improvements have been 
added to the dirigible balloon. 

June 10.—Walter Wellman Is given 
farewell luncheon at Paris by Ambas¬ 
sador White. 

June 20.—Wellman party leaves

RECALLS ANDREER FAILURE. 

Wellman Better Equipped Than Ill- 
Fated Predecessor. 

Once before an attempt was made to 
reach the North Pole by balloon This 
was In July. 1897, when Herr Andrce. 
accompanied by Drs. Strindberg and 
Fraenkel, sailed from Danes Island, the 
same spot on which Mr. Wellman had 
his headquarters. The Andree party 
has never been heard from. 

Unlike the Andree balloon, which was 
a gr^at spherical gas bag. Mr Well¬ 
man has chosen as the vehicle In which 
he hopes to encompass the 617 miles to 
the pole and return, a monzter dirigible, 
second only In size to the famous Zep¬ 
pelin craft. It has a lifting capacity 
of ten tons or more, snd was con¬ 
structed In Paris. Quantities of gaso¬ 
line for the engines, food for a year, 
sledges, sledge dogs, a lifeboat and all 
the requisites of a sledging party-were 
to have comprised the cargo of the bal¬ 
loon. It was the Intention of Mr Well¬ 
man to carry n crew of three men. 

"How long should the airship voy¬ 
age take?" repeated Mr. Wellman to a 
query that had been addressed to him. 
••Well, two days, with fair wind and 
fine weather. It may take five, and 
again. It may not be done at all.” 

Takes But Two Men. 

Madison. Wig.. Aug 19 —Mrs. Arthur 
Wellman, who lives in Madison, and 
whose hut bond has been with his 
brother. Walter Wellman, making 
preparations for flight to the North 


k*ter he had given a tru-days notice to 
the other. 

The plaintiffs allege that. In spite of 
this arrangement. Stair took over tho 
U*ar«e of the Avenue Theater In hia own 
name when the*joint lease ran oiit last 
year. He organized the Boston Amuse¬ 
ment Company, composed of his own 
employes, the Webers say. to take over 
the New Maeonlc. and this year has ob¬ 
tained control of the Hopkins Theater. 

It Is alleged that from time to time 
Stair applied to bis own use from the 
profits of tiie business large sums of 
money greatly In excess of the profits 
to which he was entitled, and In order 
to conceal the same and prevent the 
complainants from becoming aware of 
the fact he refused to permit the books 
to be balanced.

FORTUNE NEARS 
BILLION MARK 


Rockefeller Will Be the First 
Man That Class 


If He Lives To Be Eighty 
Years ol Age. 


How Oil King’s Machine 
Grinds Out Money. 


WORTH $700,000,000 TO DAY. 


New’ York, Aug. 19.—(Special.)—If 
John D Rockefeller lives Ull his eighti¬ 
eth birthday—and he has said he will 
reach 100—he will become the first bil¬ 
lionaire in history. In the last two 
years Standard Oil, the wonderful auto¬ 
matic money-making machine of his 
creation, has Increased his fortune by 
$80,000,000. This lj the increment of 
the rise In value of the stock alone. 

Standard OH stock sold at 712 yester¬ 
day, tho highest it has reached since 
the panic of 1907. Tho stock has risen 
322 points from the low ebb of 390, at 
which It sold on November 4, 1907. 
Like a snowball rolling downhill. Rock¬ 
efeller’s wealth is steadily growing 
and growing, and he Is as powerless to 
stop It, even If he had the desire, as he 
would be to check the revolution of the 
planets. 

• • • 

Give* Away $130,000,000. 


The enormous. Inconceivable accumu¬ 
lation of wealth of the mild-mannered 
Inscrutiable sphinx of millions ha* 
gone steadily on despite the fact that a 
short time ago an estimate of his pub¬ 
lic charities placed thorn at the stu¬ 
pendous total of $130,000,000. 

With all his recent outburst of ap¬ 
parent candor regarding his wealth, 
winding up with his published resolve 
never more to take the public Into his 
confidence. Rockefeller has never made 
a direct statement of the value of his 
fortune. Some years ago he was quoted 
a* saying that It was "more than $300,- 
000.000." 

Those who know* Rockefeller as well 
as he allows himself to be known, said 
at that time that his assumed careless¬ 
ness In ascertaining the exact amount 
of his holdings was merely In keeping 
with the secretlvenegs of his character 
• • • 

Governs His Own Career. 


Nothing In Rockefeller's life except 
his birth has been a thing that he him¬ 
self has not controlled. Such a calcu¬ 
lating machine as he has shown him¬ 
self to be, would hardly, they argue, be 
unable to gauge at any motnent the 
exact amount of his wealth. 

The latest approximately accurate 
estimates available place his fortune In 
1905 at least $550,000,000. In 1900 it 
was $400,000,000. This Is an Increase 
for the five years of $150,000,000. At 
this ratio the Rockefeller fortune Is to¬ 
day about $700,000,000. In 1914. still 
at the same rato of Increase. It will be 
about $850,000,000, and In 1919, when 
the oil king reaches bis eightieth year. 
It will have reached the stupendous, 
braln-glddylng total of one billion—an 
inconceivable sum. 

• • • 

Machine Grinds On. 


But It Is not in the nature of things 
that the organization he has built up 
will stand still. Year after year, by 
day and by night, the value of Its 
stock and dividends must Increase. It 
is simply a natural law. working In the 
Interest of an old, wrinkled, passionless 
man. 

In September. 1907, It was estimated 
bv Rockefeller's closest associates that 
his Income was at least $30.25 a min* 
ute. Some figures placed It us high as 
$40 during the same space of time. The 
sums earned for him by Standard Oil 
alone have been tremendous. 

Since 1882. when the company, which 
puys dividends of 40 per cent, a year, 
was organized It has paid Its stock¬ 
holders $600,000,000 in dividends. Of 
this sum Rockefeller's share has been 
one-quarter. The company's earnings 
did not fall nff In the year off depres¬ 
sion that followed the panic, and there 
has accumulated a surplus of about 
$275,000,000. These figures show what 
an Impossibility It would be for Rock¬ 
efeller to keep from growing richer in 
increasing ratio as the years go by.

His Other Interests. 

1 _ 

Rockefeller’s affiliation with Stand¬ 
ard OH has become so prominent In 
the public mind that his almost Innu¬ 
merable other Interests have been for¬ 
gotten. Not so long ago a banker 
showed some friends a list of more 
than fifty banks and trust companies, 
all of them reputed to be under the 
Rockefeller influence. But with all the 
Interests with which the Rockefeller 
millions are tied up—oil, steel, rail¬ 
roads. banks and trust companies— 
they still have had to seek other out- 
lvt b. The Rockefeller dollar* are In 
lighting and traction companies also. 

Not so long ago In a conversation 
with a business man of Cleveland a re¬ 
porter said jokingly: "Why, if Mr. 
Rockefeller wanted to suddenly fore¬ 
close he could put the city out of busi¬ 
ness." 

The business man looked serious.

Miss Curry Breckinridge, youngest 
daughter of the late William C. P. 
Breckinridge, of Kentucky, will not 
lose her place as supervisor of the 
State Hospital for the Insane In spite 
of the fact that twenty-four nurses 
went on strike when the hospital 
authorities promoted Miss Breckinridge 
from the position of nurse In the re¬ 
ceiving ward to an executive position. 

The striking nurses say that Miss 
Breckinridge was not a citizen of Illi¬ 
nois and therefore preference should 
not be given her. This objection was 
ignored, and w’hen the strike followed 
Dr. Podstata. superintendent, was bad¬ 
ly handicapped. He stood by his de¬ 
termination to keep tne Kentucky girl 
as supervisor and after a week or more 
succeeded In getting nurses to fill the 
places left vacant. 

Miss Breckinridge, more than anyone 
else In the State Hospital, ts responsi¬ 
ble for a new and humane treatment of 
the Insane. She began here as a nurse 
after a course a* student and teacher 
In kindergarten work. She holds that 
a majority of so-called Insane men and 
women have simply retrograded In 
mind pnttl they are mere children In 
point of Intelligence. She contends 
further that they should be treated as 
chtldren. 

"I only want & chance to prove my 
theory correct," ehe said, when she ap¬ 
plied for a position in the hospital here. 
She lias had almost marvelous success. 
Kindness Is the keynote of her system. 

Miss Breckinridge Is a sister of Miss 
Sophonlsba Breckinridge, assistant 
dean of the University of Chicago, who 
is r<%*nized not only as one of the 
leading educators In the country, but 
as an authority In International taw 
and one of the most able women law¬ 
yers In the world. Law books written 
by her are In almost every civil prac¬ 
titioner’s office. Miss Sophonlsba 
Breckinridge, having carved her own 
career, it was Miss Curry's idea to win 
for herself a place of prominence. 


PATENT INFRINGEMENT 
ALLEGED BY WRIGHTS 


FILE SUIT AGAINST NEW YORK 
AERONAUTIC SOCIETY. 


HERRING-CURTISS AEROPLANE 
CAUSES LITIGATION. 


MUCH HANGS ON DECISION. 


New York, Aug. If.—Wilbur and Or¬ 
ville Wright, the aviators, to-day 
brought suit tn the United States Cir¬ 
cuit Court here against the Aeronautic 
Society of this city, alleging that the 
Herring-Curtiss aeroplane which the 
society recently purchased and which 
has had several tryouts at Mlneola, 
L. 1, ts a violation of their patents. The 
Wrights demand that the alleged in 
fringing m&rhlne be turned over to them 
for destruction, and In addition. a»k 
that the court assess damages for three¬ 
fold the amount of whatever losses 
they are found to have suffered by rea 
son of the Infringement and the public 
exhibition or rental of the Infringing 
machine. A hearing In the suit will 
probably be held early In October. 

Aeronautic experts hers to-night gen¬ 
erally viewed the suit In the nature of 
a test case, brought to determine legally 
whethet the Wrights' patents covor ef¬ 
fectually all aeroplanes constructed 
along similar lines to theirs. Regarded 
in this light. It was pointed out. the 
suit is likely to have a most Important 
bearing on the development of aerial 
navigation. The Herring-Curt lss ma¬ 
chine Is at present the only American 
rival of Importance In the commercial 
field, but practically all the experiment¬ 
al heavief-than-air machines which 
have met with any degree of success 
In this country have been constructed 
along lines which, apparently, the 
Wrights regard as pre-empted by 
their patents. 

In the bill of complaint filed to-day 
the Wrights set forth that their claims 
to tho sole rights In heavler-than-air 
flying-machines of this type "have been 
recognized by the United Stales Gov- 
••rnm«*nt, which ha* purchased some of 
the machines; while the sovereigns of 
other countries have given similar ac¬ 
knowledgment/’ The bill continues 

"The Inventions of the complainant* 
are of great value and utility. They 
constitute the first Instance In the his¬ 
tory of the countless attempts to pro¬ 
duce flying-machine*, wherein a "heav- 
lor-than-alr’ machine ever made aerial 
flights and wherein the machine was 
within the control and will of the ope 
rator. Thus the complainant* have 
given the world the first machine to 
fly actually and successfully, and In 
this sense their work is a creation or 
embodiment of a new art. snd an epoch 
In aerial endeavor, human flight having 
been for ages before a synonym for 
failure and Impossibility." 

Following a meeting of the Aero¬ 
nautic Society to-day Preaid nt Lee 8 
Btirrldge gave out a statement In 
which the suit brought by the Wright 
brothers was defined as a friendly 
process. 

•’The Wrights ar. honorary mem¬ 
bers of the Aeronautic Society," said 
Mr Burrldge. "and very friendly to us 
Their suit ha* been brought to deter¬ 
mine where rival aeronauts stand. Up 
to date 368 patents of various types 
of aeroplane* have been granted, most 
of which are couched In Almost identi¬ 
cal phrases of description."

POOL PLEDGE 


Adopted At Meeting of To¬ 
bacco Department 


Priced Fixed At Fifteen 
Cents a Pound 


Burley Society Proposition 
Not Formally Submitted 


TO BE TAKEN UP TODAY. 


Bowling Green. Ky., Aug. 19.—(8pe- 
c 1aJ-)—A t the meeting of the tobacco 
department of the Amerloan Society of 
Equity here to-day the constitution and 
by-laVa were amended and a pooling 
pledge for the Equity members of the 
Burley district was submitted and 
adopted. 

This pledge Axes the price of tobacco 
of average quality at 15 cents per pound 
unless two-thirds of the owners of the 
tobacco In the pool shall by vote other¬ 
wise provide. Every signer shall have 
the right to prize and store his own 
tobacco under reasonable conditions. 
The signer pledges himself to pay as 
liquidated damages a sum equal to 20 
per cent- of the value for any breach 
of the contract, and the provision ts 
made that the pledge shall not be bind¬ 
ing unless 70 per cent, of the crop ts 
pledged on or before November 2. 

It was provided that In other tobacco 
districts the district unions should bo 
permitted to form their own contract. 

The delegates did not conclude their 
labors to-night and will resume to¬ 
morrow to discuss the proposition made 
by the Burley Society at the Winches¬ 
ter meeting.

President Davenport Presides. 

The meeting was called to order 
promptly at 10 o’clock by President E. 
L. Davenport of the National Tobac¬ 
co Growers’ Association of the Amer¬ 
ican Society of Equity.

Three Aeroplanes Flying At 
Same Time. 


American Sails Gracefully 
Over Frenchman. 

AVIATORS TEST MACHINES.

Rht-ims. Aug. 19.—The American 
aviator Olenn H. Curtiss, at sundown 
to-day added a dramatic feature to the 
trial flight* of the aeroplanes enurod 
for the contests of aviation week by 
skillfully guiding his machine above 
Another aeroplane and averting a col¬ 
lision. 

The feat was accomplished, when, for 
the first time in hlstoty, three heavier- 
than-alr crafts were maneuvering at 
the same time. All were flying rapidly 
when suddenly Curtiss saw M. Du in .in¬ 
set In an Antemette monoplane ap¬ 
proaching at right angles and on tbo 
same level with him. As quick as a 
flash Curtiss realised the danger and* 
elevating his planes, his machine in¬ 
stantly shot upward and soared safe 
over the Frenchman* The thousands of 
spectators who lined the aerodrome 
v ntched the maneuver with bated 
breath, but when they saw it success¬ 
fully and brilliantly carried out they 
applauded the American wildly. The 
third machine In the air at this Unie 
was that of M. Tissandier. 

• • • 

Experts Like Curtiss. 


Exports to-nig It were agreed that 
Mr. CurtUs had made a fine demon¬ 
stration of his skill and ability to con¬ 
trol hfs machine during the evolution. 
They declared that his bl-plane w r as a 
real racer. 

The wind, which had been master of 
the aeroplanes for two days, died down 
at sundown and the aviators rushed to 
the sheds and dragged out their ma- 
chines. Thousands of eager spectators 
crowded about them, but mounted gen¬ 
darmes and dragoons soon cleared the 
aerodrome so that the trials could pro¬ 
ceed. Count De Lambert, with a 
Wright model. was the first of the 
aviators to start and made a complete 
circuit of tho aerodrome. M. Tla&an- 
dier, also on a Wright bi-plane, fol¬ 
lowed him. 

Then the Curtiss machine, looking 
smaller and more oompact than the 
others, was placed In position, for a 
flight. Aft«r a short run over the 
ground th© aeroplane ascended and 
trade a wide turn and then descrlbod 
evolutions back and forth over the 
g#l*odrome. * r '

k " Collision Averted. 


Meantime M. Dumanset had started 
across the field In one of the Anternettc 
machines Suddenly it seemed to the 
crowd brlow that a collision between 
him and Curtiss was Inevitable, but the 
American proved a quick thinker and 
gracefully swerved his aeroplane up¬ 
ward and safely steered it over that 
of Dumanset 

Curtiss landed without accident at 
his place of starting after having been 
Jn the air four minute?. The altitude 
reached by him wa* 150 feet, fifty feet 
higher than any of the others. Count 
De Lambert and M. Tissandier euc.t 
made flights of twelve minutes during 
the evening and Hubert iAtharn took 
a few short f pins about the course and 
wos given an ovation by the spectators. 
M. Blerlot came out on the field with 
his monoplane, but darkness prevented 
his making a flight. 

• • • 

Satisfied With Machine. 


After the skillful flight Mr. Curtiss 

said: 

"I am entirely satisfied with my 
aeroplane, which the recent accident 
ha* not In any wise hurt. I used an 
fight-cylinder motor td-day. The only 
trouble I experienced was with the pro¬ 
pellers, which revolved so fast that the 
draft from them strained the rudder. 
This, however, can be remedied for 
future flights by strengthening the 
rudder.” 

Mr Curtiss said he has decided not 
to enter the passenger-carrying test, as 
he has no hope of defeating Blerlot In 
It He intends, instead to devote him¬ 
self to speed contests.

Visitors Arriving. 


Rheims Is filling up rapidly 
with visitors from all parts of 
the world for aviation week, and the 
ancient capital of Champagne Is show- 
Ing more animation and activity titan 
at any time since 1901, when the Em¬ 
peror of Russia visited the city and re¬ 
viewed the French army. All the ho¬ 
tels are engaged to the last room. A 
special lodging agency has been organ¬ 
ised by the committee. A number of 
Americans already have taken up their 
quarters. 

The aerodrome, which until recently 
was an expanse of plowed fields, has 
been given over to landscape gardeners. 
Twelve hundred pine trees have been 
transplanted to the field to afford shade 
ond give artistic decoration, while the 
tribunes for spectators are to be bor¬ 
dered by extensive beds of flowers. In 
order to meet the complaints of the 
aviators regarding the condition of the 
course, an army of peasants has be*n 
enlisted to level and clear the ground. 
The committee Is confident that every¬ 
thing will be In readiness by Saturday, 
the day before the races begin.

Machine of Mystery. 


ATTEMPT TO ARREST HIM WILL 
START FIREWORKS. 


It is said that one of the surprises of 
aviation week will be the appearance of 
a mysterious aeroplane. built along the 
lines of the Wright machines, which 
has been used successfully in a num¬ 
ber of secret flights recently near Paris 
The pilot of this machine only aban¬ 
doned a project to fly from Paris down 
to Rheims. because of the possibility 
of damaging his flyer This aeroplane 
takes to the air Immediately without 
running over the ground or making 
use of outside force It rises aloft by 
varying the angle of the planes and 
the strength of Its propellers. 


WRIGHT IK GERMANY. 


Orville To Make Series of Flights In 
Suburbs of Berlin.

TWO CONVICTS ENGAGE 

IN DESPERATE BATTLE. 


DISMISSAL FOR 
SEVEN CADETS 


Fired Out of West Point Mili¬ 
tary Academy. 


Aftermath of An Attempted Jail Do- 
livery In Pennsylvania West¬ 
ern Penitentiary. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 19.—Battling desper¬ 
ately. one to kill and the other to save 
hl» life, two convicts o< the Western 
penitentiary in a cell, on Monday after¬ 
noon, furnished a thrilling aftermath of 
the daring attempt at Jail delivery, dis¬ 
covered at the big prison last Thurs¬ 
day afternoon. A* the result of the 
fight the termination of a long-standing 
feud. Convict A 4977 is In the prison 
hospital with several stab wounds in 
the stomach and his assailant. Convict 
6642 is in solitary confinement, along 
with two short-term prisoners accused 
of digging the recently-discovered tun¬ 
nel. The wounded man will probably 
recover. 

The battle occurred In the victim’s 
cell on the south block of the prison. 
Both men % Oormans, are said to have 
borne hatred for each other for years. 
No. 6642. noticing that the doors of 
both his cell and that of his enemy 
were open and no guard in sight, stole 
quietly to the neighboring cell with a 
table knife In his fingers. 

Convict A 4977 was prepared for the 
attack. The men struggled for ten min¬ 
utes before guards reached the cell and 
separated them. According to prison 
authorities. It la alleged, that the tun¬ 
nel was being dug by two short-term 
prisoners. Outside collusion la sus¬ 
pected. _

PRESIDENT APPROVES ORDER. 


N. Y., Aug., 19.—‘The ru¬ 
mors of suspension and expulsion that 
have buzzed about the United States 
Military Academy for tho last two 
months found official confirmation in an 
order signed by the Secretary of War 
and approved by the President for the 
dismissal of seven cadets. The text of 
the order has not yet been made public, 
but it la known that the cadets named 
are John H. Booker. Jr., of West Point* 
Ga.. First class; Richard W. Hocker, 
Kansas City. Mo., Third class; Earle W. 
Dunmoro, Utica. N. Y.. Third class; 
Chauncey C. Devore. Whoellng. W. Va.. 
Third class; Gordon Lefebvre, Rich¬ 
mond. Va., Third class; Albert Crane, 
Hawarden, la.. Third class; Jacob 8. 
Fortner, Dothan, Ala.. Third class. 

The often** charged Is hazing, or, 
more specifically, violation of section X, 
article 12, of the regulations of the mil¬ 
itary academy, which prescribes^that 
'any cadet who shall strike, lay hands 
upon, treat with violence, disturb in 
room or tent, or offer bodily harm to a 
new cadet with Intent to punish, injure, 
annoy, molest or harass the same, shall 
be summarily dismissed from tho mili¬ 
tary academy.”

Rolando Sutton Victim. 


|On the morning of Juno 14 last. Ca¬ 
det Rolando Sutton, of the fourth or 
plebe class* a brother of the Lieut. 
Sutton of the Marine Corps, whose 
death had been under Investigation by 
a court of inquiry, reported sick and 
was ordered to the hoapKaJ, badly 
bruised and suffering great pain.

Before the board of investigation, 
which was ordered, Sutton, true to 
the unwritten code of the corps, proved 
a most reticent witness. Sutton's 
testimony, as transcribed on the rec¬ 
ords, has nog been given out, but the 
goeslp of the tents has been that, 
though he gave & complete narrative 
of bis adventures on the night of June 
IS, he profemmd to have been unable 
to recognize <*ny of his assailants. 

• • • 

Findings of Board. 

One of the advantages, os well as 
the disadvantages of an army board of 
Inquiry. Is that the officers composing 
It have all been through the mill 
themselves. One hundred and flfty- 
seven witnesses—a large fraction of 
tihe total enrollment of the academy— 
are understood to have been com¬ 
manded to tell all they knew, and In 
ways satisfactory to Itself, the board 
determined, without the aid of Sut¬ 
ton, on the cadets at fault. 

The findings were then forwarded to 
Washington, where they were given tl\* 
closest attention, and twice returned 
to West Point for further elucidation 
to specific details. When the last 
int of doubt had been made clear tho 
Tar Department, with the approval of 
President Taft, took the decisive action 
announced here to-day,

No Comment On Decision. 


«! 


No comment Is made by officers here 
on the President’s decision, but it Is 
well understood they approve heartily 
of a stiff front In even trivial cases of 
horse play, not serious enough to be 
called hazing by the public. Since the 
last delinquents were reinstated it is 
believed the feeling among the cadets 
has been that hazing was to be more 
lightly treated. The present correction, 
therefore. Is welcomed as wholesome.

Beaten Into Subjection. 


With no findings of the board pub¬ 
lished. and Sutton discreetly mute, con¬ 
jecture as to precisely what happened 
to him ha* to weigh whispers and dis¬ 
criminate between shadow* 

The broadly spread understanding 
here Is that Sutton was "booed" by a 
sheeted ghost and when, like a 

stout-fisted young Westerner—he wu* 
appointed from Oregon—he defended 
his personal dignity and his duty so 
effectively that the ghost was glad to 
take to the woods, a relief party of 
hobgoblins descended on him with tent 
pegs and beat him Into subjection. 

• • • 

Sutton Highly Popular. 


Col. Scott, superintendent of the acad¬ 
emy, had nothing to say to-night be¬ 
yond denying that Sutton is still under 
treatment for his injuries. 

Throughout tho Investigation. Sut¬ 
ton’s tact and loyalty to his fellow-ca¬ 
dets. have won him high popularity. 
The dismissed upper classmen are sup¬ 
posed to burse no hope of reinstate¬ 
ment. as the President has already act¬ 
ed on their case, and Is not likely to 
revorse his decision.

Cadets Make Statement. 

The seven dismissed cadets left th** 
military reservation to-night. Before 
their departure they united in tho fol¬ 
lowing statement: 

"On the night of June 19 a Urge 
number of cadets hod a little celebra¬ 
tion. Thero whs no thought or hazing 
anyone. We encountered a cadet sen¬ 
try. We did not know It was Sutton 
or even that It was a plebe. He ran 
after some of the men and tackled 
them. There was a friendly skirmish 
and the sentry was hurt. 

"As we understand it, there must be 
deliberate or malicious Intent to con¬ 
stitute hexing. There waa no such in¬ 
tent «>n our part. 

“Wo were summoned before Lha* 
court and each man obliged to convict 
himself by his own testimony. That 
seems a little hard. Please state, how¬ 
ever, that we havo the highest respect 
and admiration for the commandant of 
cadets and the court.”

COLD COMFORT FROM DIAZ. 


Mexico City, Aug. 19.—Telegrams 
fbom the northern part of Mexico re¬ 
ceived in this capital to-day indicate 
a state of unrest in the border States 
or Coahuila and Nuevo Leon, which Is 
giving considerable anxiety to the Fed¬ 
eral Government. 

Gen. Bernardo Reyes,. Governor of 
the State of Nuevo Leon, who is prom¬ 
inently named as a vice presidential 
candidate In opposition to Ramon Cor¬ 
ral, the incumbent and administration 
candidate for re-election, has left the 
mountain resort of Gale&na for the 
ranch of a friend. He is now* practic¬ 
ally Inaccessible. 

Meanwhile the afTalrs of the 8tate of 
Nuevo Leon are really In the hands 
of the commander of the thirtieth mili¬ 
tary xone, G^n. Geronlmo Trevino, re¬ 
cently appointed to that position by 
President Dlaa.

Big Sum Sent Reyes. 


According to a telegram received to- 
dtty E* HcrnJ do, a Government or- 
F a n, $<5,000 was shipped yesterday t* 
Gen. Reyes by Augustin Guerrero, said 
to be a spy In the employ of Reyes. 
The transference of this large sum of 
money to a mountain resort Is causing 
many conjectures. 

The Twenty-third Regiment of In¬ 
fantry, under command of Gen. Juven- 
clo Ruble, has arrived at Monterey. A 
special train carrying 400 cavalrymen 
and seven carloads of horses and fod¬ 
der Is under sealed orders to proceed 
north. Their destination Is said to be 
the town of Sabinas Hidalgo. In the 
State of Cofchulla, where it is reported 
recent political disturbances have taken 
place. 

'A telegram to an afternoon paper 
says that Gen. Reyes has resigned his 
post as Governor of Nuevo Leon, but 
this cannot be verified. 

• • • 

Martinez Going To New York. 

The recently removed Mayor of the 
city of Monterey. Ped-ro Martinez. Is 
preparing to leave for New York. The 
purpose of his mission Is not known. 
A number of political friends of Reyes 
have gone to hi# mountain retreat to 
confer with him. The Reyista party 
has petitioned President Diaz asking 
him that full political liberty be grant¬ 
ed In State elections and that district 
officials be punished for arbitrary ac¬ 
tions In denying the franchise right to 
qualified electors. 

The petlHonors cite the interview 
grants to James Creelman. an Ameri¬ 
can Journalist, nearly two years ago, 
w hen President Diaz was quoted as fa¬ 
voring a party of opposition and as 
signifying his desire to retire at tbo 
end or his term. 

• • • 


Turned Down By Diaz. 

The President has announced that 
the petitioners should take their griev¬ 
ances to the proper State officials and, 
further, that where members of the 
party of opposition have been arrested 
it has been for acts committed which 
wore prejudicial to the general order 
and peace of the republic. 

The official organ of the opposition, 
Mexican Nuevo, has expressed the 
party's sentiments or great disappoint¬ 
ment at the President’s reply. The lat¬ 
ter paper, In a special dispatch from 
Yucatan, says that political disturb¬ 
ances are brewing in that State.

Grim Warning Sounded. 


El Impartial, the administration or¬ 
gan, publishes a four-column, double- 
leaded editorial on k* front page this 
morning entitled "A Revolution In 
Mexico Is Absolutely Impossible." 

After characterizing the opposition 
as a band of unprincipled sedition- 
mongers, it points out tha/t the intelli¬ 
gent body of Mexican citizens do not 
want the long peace of thirty years dis¬ 
turbed because of economic reasons, 
but adds significantly that the thou¬ 
sands of miles of railways and tclo- 
graph lines built during the Diaz Ad¬ 
ministration will enable the quick 
transference of the standing army of 
27,000 men and that modern artillery 
and rapid-fire guns will do the rest.

Soldiers At Linares. 


A special dispatch received here to¬ 
day by the Mexican Herald from 
Linares, 8tate of Neuvo L©on. says: 

A detachment of the Eighth Regi¬ 
ment left to-night for Caleana on spe¬ 
cial orders after paying a visit to the 
home of Mayor Francisco Floret, who 
furnished a guide to the commanding 
officer in the person of Nlcaclo Olcrva, 
of the police force. Speculation ha# 
arisen in regard to the outcome of the 
visit of the regiment In Caleana. Gen. 
Reyes Is reported to have already left 
that place. There Is no disturbance 
in Linares. 

The regiment took the old San An¬ 
tonio road instead of the main road. 
This Is considered here to be significant 
of trouble In the mountains.

James McCurley, colored, thought the 
sign in the window of the "What Not" 
store in the Kentucky Highlands, a sub¬ 
urb, a "bluff." But it wasn't, and Mc¬ 
Curley lies dead at Betz's undertaking 
establishment in Newport. 

Every night the owner of the "What 
Not" store sets a burglar trap. Last 
night the trap caught a victim. When 
H. E. Morris, the proprietor, opened up 
this morning at 5 o’clock he found the 
dead body of a negro man on the floor 
in front of the cash register. 

The answer was easy for Morris. Be¬ 
fore going home the night previous he 
had attached the trigger of a shotgun 
to the cash register pull. The muzzle 
of the gun was aimed accurately on a 
level with the counter. Just where* a 
man would naturally stand to open the 
register drawer. The gun was Ituidcd 
with heavy shot and was set to re¬ 
spond readily to the trigger. 

That Mr. Morris’ calculation wo* ex¬ 
act was demonstrated by an examina. 
tion of the body. The full charge of 
shot had penetrated the stomach. 

"It was not the first time my place 
has been visited by burglars." said Mr 
Morris, "and I felt that I must do 
something to discourage thieves."

NEW YORK SCHOOLBOYS REACH¬

Groves that their mother 
had been threatening to commit suicide 
for two years. 

"Aunt” Lucinda Taylor had lived on the 
Veech place for several years and was 
employed there as a servant She had 
not been 111, to far os Dr. Qroves could 
learn. 


FOUGHT CAPTORS 


Escaped Inmate of Feeble 
Minded Institute 


SURROUNDED IN CORNFIELD 
BY SMALL ARMY. 


HAD BEEN AT LARGE FOR 
NEARLY A YEAR. 


LIVED LIKE A WILD MAN. 


Frankfort, Ky., Aug. 19.—(Special.)— 
After desperate efforts the officials of 
the Feeble Minded Institute captured 
Roy Broughton, an Inmate, who mad? 
hi* escape from the institution last 
September, and w*h© Is btdleved to have 
existed almost a* a wild animal In 
town and In the country since that 
time. He says that be has been most¬ 
ly in the city, 7mt tho otficlals cannot 
Imagine how he could have been here 
that length of time without hia pres¬ 
ence becoming known to some of them, 
or how he could have ek*>d cut an ex¬ 
istence without being discovered. 

Broughton wa* brought to tho Insti¬ 
tution from Tyrone, Anderson county, 
and ho* been there for about five 
years. He Is a large boy, with a good 
deal of cunning in his head, notwith¬ 
standing the weakness of his mind. 

A week or so ago the men and 
boys who have work at the barns 
on the institute farm on several ©c- 
ronions noticed a form flitting about In 
the high oom back of the stable. No 
attention was paid to the matter at 
first, it being thought that the mysteri¬ 
ous visitor was a tramp or at most a 
marauder who had been frightened 
uway. Finally several of the boys said 
they saw something familiar about the 
uppeoranoe of the man in the corn, and 
It wa* determined to catch him if pos¬ 
sible.

Cornfield Surrounded. 


Choosing a tJme when he was in the 
habit of making a quick appearance, 
the officials and about fifty man and 
boys of the piece surrounded Uie corn- 
held, and made sure of preventing 
escape. They closed in rapidly nnd 
»<. on found tbat they had cornered 
their quarry. Like a frightened wild 
beast, however, ho flitted about find 
from one side of the big field to the 
other, seeking on avenue of escape, but 
the cordon was complete, and tueie 
wa* no way fer him to get out 

Soon the youth was recognized as 
Broughton, who had escaped the ysur 
before, and several closed in to cap¬ 
ture him. Like a wild animal at bay, 
however, he resisted and hurled hug) 
clod* at the crowd, and when several 
of the bravest rushed |n to grapple 
him. he fought them with hands. Ciei 
and teeth. It wus only by force that he 
wag sfibdued. 

Broughton appeared to have not 
known the touch of water to hit fac© 
or body since he had mud© his escape. 
He raved and uttered gutterai sound*, 
and seemed to have lost ail trace of 
civilization. 

The young man was taken to the in¬ 
stitution, and After being bathed, 
seemed to reoover some of the Intelli¬ 
gence tbat he possessed before he es¬ 
caped. He Anally quieted down and 
mid that he had been around town and 
near the institution ever since he had 
gotten away, subsisting a* best he 
could. He was in the coni making a 
meal off the tender ears whan first 
seen.

WHITES’ ADVANCE 


Largely Due To 

Nurse In the South. 


E. BUSH TALKS OF NEGRO 
SERVANT GIRL PROBLEM. 


NANNIE BURROUGHS WANTS 
COLLEGE IN WASHINGTON. 


SOME DISCUSSION CAUSED. 


Something wan added la§t night to 
the literature on the servant girl prob¬ 
lem by the Negro Business Men» 
League. In session at the Chestnut- 
itreet A. M. E. church. J. E. bush, 
one of the leaders of the mgrn race In 
the 8outh and a native of Little Hock. 
Ark., where he is receiver of the United 
States Land Office, read a paper and 
a spirited discussion followed. Accord¬ 
ing to Bush, the advancement of the 
white man in the South Is largely due 
to the negro nurse. 

In the discussion that followed Nan¬ 
nie H. Burroughs declared that bath 
tubs should be provided for servant 
girls.. She wants to start a college 
at Washington lo educate servants. 

J. B. Bush said among other thing? 

For forty years negro women have 
practically monopolised the position of 
1 servant girls in the Sout/i. In other words 
they have done the cooking, kept the 
house clean and nursed the children of 
the Southern white man. The importance 
of this w*ork is considerably more than 
the language conveys. The home Is the 
bedrock upon which the structure of clv- 
Miapun is built, it U the source of all 
human progress snd development. In view 
of the unprecedented advancement of the 
Southern white men in the past half cen¬ 
tury. the logical conclusion is that hi* 
home life has been ideal and all that di 
heart and soul coukl wtsh. In the con- re 
duct of this home, the negro servant girl 
lias been an Important character. 

Thus it is evident that the hand of the 
negro servant girl has been a mighty 
lever in assisting the Southern white man 
to rise to positions of importance. How 
well they’ performed this duty is evi¬ 
denced by the larg<* number or brilliant 
Southerners who came rrom the nurseries 
over which they presided The spirit of 
chivalry and hospitality that has made 
the Southerner famous the world over 
and added ao much credit to hts history, 
can be traced in the teaching!* of the 
itegrn nose girl, as U is a distinctive ne¬ 
gro trait and characteristic, and has been 
well portrayed In the works of the much 
loved Southern author—Joel Chandler 
Harris. For forty years the negro ser¬ 
vant girl has kept her hand on tne pulse 
of the South.

4 Received Many Replies. 


The replies came In thick and fast 
What I expected to be a wholesale indict¬ 
ment of the negro servant girl proved to 
be a most flattering vindication. Seven- 
ty-flve per cent, of the letters stated that 
per cent, of the servant girls of •elec¬ 
tive cities were negroes, and so far oa 
their observation went, were giving satis¬ 
faction Fifteen per cent, of the replies 
took middle ground—claiming that no 
particular criticism, good or had, could be 
sot up with reference to their failure or 
success, as It was wholly a matter of 
c ho loo and temperament on the part of 
both employer and empjoye. Ten per cent, 
of the replies were scathing arraignments 
and condemnations. The fact that was 
most gratifying to me was that the 
strongest letters in the negro servant 
girl’s favor came from centers that hava 
tong since been considered hot beds of 
ntgio prejudice and hatred. In making a 
careful analvat* of the points whence the 
bitterest criticisms came, I found that 
they are points that have had for tne 
past ten y»*ars a ateady flow of Northern 
settlers. White girls have always done 
the major part ofHh*» service work In the 
North, hence the Northern housewife has 
had no opportunity to become acquainted 
with the mnnner* and custom* of ,the 
Southern negro. The Southern negro can- 
• not so readily adjust himself to the meth¬ 
ods of the Yankee, hence the attempt of 
the Northern white man to work the 
Southern negro has always ended in fail¬ 
ure. mors or lea*. The aola reason la th*lr 
ignorance <»f each other. It may not be 
to our credit, nevertheless. !t*n a fact, 
no Southern housewife would attempt to 
hold her servant force Intact when a big 
funeral was on at th* negro church or a 
circus In town. The Northern white man 
'-vworki his help upon the theory that the 
'Tees you use your mouth thr more work 
you will do The Southern white man 
knows that the negro Is giving him hi* 
beat service when lie 1* singing 
By request of Dr. Washington.

Roman Catholic® Have Made Enor¬ 
mous Gains During the Last 
Decade. 


Washington. Aug 19 —Standing out 
as a conspicuous feature of a bulletin 
Issued to-day by the Census Bureau, 
entitled, "Census of Religious Bodies.'* 
is the fact that out of a church mem¬ 
bership In the United States In 1306. 
nearly 33,000.000, males formed consid¬ 
erably less than half of the total. 

Of tho total church membership re¬ 
ported by the various religious bodies 
and classified by sex. 43.1 per cent, 
were males and 56.9 per cent, were fc. 
males. Among the Protestants the dif¬ 
ference was greater, only 39.3 per cent 
being male*, wldle in the Roman Cath¬ 
olic Church the males formed 49 J per 
cent, of the total membership. 

Of the total estimated population of 
Continental United States »n 1906. the 
church members formed 39.1 per cent., 
as against 32.7 per cent, for 1890 Of 
this 6 4 per cent, increase, the Roman 
Catholic Church Is credited with 4.4 per 
cent, and the Protestants with 1.8, the more. 


remainder being divided among all oth 
er denominations. « 

The total church membership for 1906 
was 32.936,445. of which number the 
Protestants were credited with 2*>,287,- 
742 and the Roman Catholics with 12.- 
079,142 Of the Protestant bodies, the 
Methodists numbered 5.749.838; the 
Baptists 5.662.234; the Lutheran* 3,11 
494; the Presbyterians 1.630,555, and 
the Disciples or Christians, 1.142.359 
The rate of Increase shown for the 
Roman Catholic Church Is 93.5 per 
cent., which Is more than twice that 
for all the Protestant bodies combined.

Lightning Afi a House-cleaner. 

Lightning plays some queer pranks 
n> times, but It has remained for a 
Central Kentucky paper to chronicle 
the most extraordinary Incident of the 
kind that has been reported for many 
moons. After striking a farmer’s resi¬ 
dence, disfiguring the chimney and 
| smashing the clock, “the electricity 
went down under the carpet on the 
floor and lifted it up as nicely as If 
It had been done by an expert." 

It is an 111 wind that blows no good 
and In this case we find that a bolt 
from the sky may have its compensa¬ 
tions as well as Its inconveniences. 
Lightning has not heretofore been reck¬ 
oned upon, in a practical way at least, 
as an aid to housecleaning, though It 
occasionally cleans up with such ef¬ 
fectiveness as to leave neither house 
nor contents. But the taking up of a 
carpet is a task with which many good 
men have wrestled mightily. To a busy 
farmer It means a loss of time and 
temper and cuticle. Probably this Cen¬ 
tral Kentucky man's carpet should have 
been taken up last spring. Doubtless 
he had been postponing the evil day 
with many excuses, the while tending 
his crops with more or less diligence 
between showers. Cherishing a sneak¬

That the label should tell »s general¬ 
ly admitted. That is to say, everyone 
who Is not a vender admits It. Dr. 
Wiley's efforts to make It tell h*ve been 
Herculean. He has created a host of 
enemies who arc as credltablo to his 
alms as tbe testimonials of the disinter, 
ested consumer arc complimentary to 
his work. His motives havo been prov¬ 
en Impeachable in that no one has 
brought proof to impeach him. 

The matter now token up by tbe dls-^ 
tlnguished chemist Is vital 'n this sec¬ 
tion of the United States. If It be true 
that there are millers who bleach a low 
grade of flour and sell it for a high 
grade ^they should be hanged, drawn 
and quartered. Retaining the services 
of the cook Is an enterprise requiring 
diplomacy And self-sacrificing endeav¬ 
or The cook—particularly one whose

How to coddle her nd coxen her and 
make up to her so that she will con¬ 
tinue In the establishment Is a prob¬ 
lem of Increasing vexedness to every 
housekeeper In the South. The question 
of what Is the matter with the biscuit 
la one that Is likvly to bob up and de¬ 
stroy the peace and acre...ly # of any 
Sabbath morning or any of the other 
six mornings Immediately following it. 
In such controversies the housekeeper, 
albeit expecting to he licked, likes to 
be loaded. Where tho label on the 
flour doe* not tell the housekeeper may 
be lod Into an error that will cost a 
cook This catastrophe is to be avoid¬ 
ed at all costs. If possible. 

There are seasons at which no one 
expects the loyalty of the Autocrat of 
the Breakfast Table not to waver, or 
her industry ngt to fa:*.er. »r her re¬ 
ligious enthusiasm not i. call her from 
the kitchen. When catfish begin to 
bite there Is, ni turally, An upheaval 
that runs tho length and breadth of 
her r .e. She Js then likely to bolt to 
her natural provider, her lord and mas. 
ter, leaving the kitchen utensils scat¬ 
tered about here and there and "com¬ 
pany" waiting for a meal that does not 
materialise. When blackberries hang 
In Ivsclous dusters from every briar 
patch in every neglected pasture, and 


glisten under a thatch of green where 
tbe sunbeams slant down fo**e«t aisles, 

no right-minded empl«v*er In tho South 
holds the i to strict moral or^unt- 
abtllty. ..nd holding Ltr to accounta¬ 
bility would not keep her at her post. 
Next in power to lure th Autocrat 
from the Job Is the call to the pro¬ 
tracted basket meeting where there Is 
social activity and gastronomic revel¬ 
ry, hallowed by old-fashioned hymns, 
when the yellow-legged chicken Is still 
tender enough to tempt the most right¬ 
eous «to confuse possession with own¬ 
ership, and when tho rattlesnake wa¬ 
termelon has reached its full perfection.

Wiley can eliminate It as factor In 
tfi© problem of keeping the cook and 
keeping up Hi© quality of the biscuit, 
the South, the Hot Biscuit zone of the 
greatest republic beneath tho arching 
skies, will grant him any honor he 
deems suitable. Does he desire the 
throne of the Xlxam of Hyderabad? He 
shall have It if money raised by reck¬ 
less public subscription will buy It! 
Does he care to become the Jam of 
Nnvanagar? He shall be set upon the 
throne by the arms of the South. Does 
he want to become the Ahkoond of 
Swat? He shall be tf only he oimpltflea 
th© cooklr- of hot biscuit and by elim¬ 
inating a cause of friction cements our 
relatione with the cook.

—Alderman Fred Iaixarua. author of 
the Lasarus contract, public opposition 
to which has brought the whole ques¬ 
tion of a new contract between the 
c*ty and tho waterworks company Into 
tho court, was placed on tho witness 
stand again this morning.

SPRINGS PROPERTY. 


To Establish Home For Indigent and 
Disabled Members of Inter¬ 
national Body. 


Knoxville, Tenn., Autp 1$.—The In- 
tematiotiAj Printing Pressmen’* Union 
yesterday afternoon purchased at 
Chancery Court sale the Hale Springs 
property, located In Hawkins county, 
Tennessee, and about sixty miles east 
of Knoxville. It Is the purpose of the 
union to establish a national home for 
aged and Indigent and disabled press¬ 
men and stereotypers. 

It will be patterned very much after 
the International Typographical Union 
home at Colorado Springs, Col., though 
It Is stated that It may be even a 
larger Institution. The site Is located 
about fifteen miles from the main line 
of the Southern railway, and It Is said 
to be the purpose of the union to build 
an lnterurban electric line from the 
railroad to the site of the proposed 
home. Several hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars will be expended In erection of 
buildings and improvement of grounds. 

The property includes the Hale 
Springs Hotel and tract of 500 acres, 
with four mineral springs; 320 acres of 
Improved farming lands, the cash value 
of which is estimated at $30 per acre; 
280 acres of hardwood timber landH, 
which It Is estimated will cut 600.000 
feet and 1,000 cords of tanhark; an elec¬ 
tric pow.»r plant; a partly completed 
hotel, upon which 912,500 has been ex¬ 
pended; a $1,760 bathhouse, one ten- 
room residence, twenty-four cottages, 
one two-story barn, a planlng-mlll and 
machinery complete, and furniture and 
fixtures for the buildings valued at 
•bout $2,275. 

The inventory value of the property 
Is $52,350, and the pressmen’s bid was 
only $8,000. _ 

ILLEGAL INSURANCE 

COMBINATION CHARGED. 


Suit Under State Anti-Trust Act 
Filed By Prosecuting Attorney 
At Newport, Ark. 


Little Hock, Ark.. Aug. 19.—Alleging 
that sixty-five Insurance companies, 
representing a combined capital of 
$156,000,000, doing business In the 
State of Arkansas entered Into a rate 
combination on December 16, 1908, R 
E. Jeffreys. Prosecuting Attorney of 
the Third judicial circuit filed suit 
against these companies to-day for 
penalties aggregating $65,000,000. un¬ 
der the nntt-trust statute. The suit 
wits brought at Newport. Ark.. In the 
Jackson county Circuit Court. 

All of the companies sued are rep¬ 
resented at Newport. It is alleged by 
the State that a union was effected be¬ 
fore the law was passed and that sub¬ 
sequent to the enactment of the anti¬ 
trust statute the union dominated In¬ 
surance companies organized here. The 
agreement, according to the charges 
brought by Mr. Jeffreys, existed 224 
days, expiring on August 17, 1909.

IN THE COURTS YESTERDAY. 


Jbhn C. Wehrley, whom Patrolman 
W. L. Cooper haled on Wednesday be¬ 
fore the coart martial of the First 
Regiment (MaJ. Felix Kerrick), only 
to show that he never had been a mem¬ 
ber of the regiment, filed suit yesterday 
afternoon against the patrolman who 
arrested him, the patrolman’s bonds¬ 
men and Capt. W. H. McCullough, who 
swore out the warrant for Wehrley’a 
arrest He says that the humiliation 
he suffered In being taken through the 
streets In the custody of the policeman 
and the deprivation of his liberty en¬ 
title him to damages of $10,000. 

The plaintiff is In the employ of 
Herman Straus Company and had been 
guilty of breaking no law. To quote 
from the petition: 

•’Plaintiff explained to said patrol¬ 
man. defendant, that he was not a 
member of said First Regiment of 
Kentucky State Guards, and has never 
been such member and therefore could 
not be guilty of tho alleged offense of 
absence from drills of said First Regi¬ 
ment, fur which he was arrested, bul 
said patrolman refuted to accept said 
explanation and proceeded to arrest and 
restrain plaintiff of his liberty.” 

The plaintiff contends that Capt. Mc¬ 
Cullough wrongcMl him In the first place 
by swearing out the warrant and that 
the patrolman had no right nor au¬ 
thority to serve a void order and thot 
his bondsmen are responsible. The 
bondsmen are P S. Crutcher and J. T. 
Lyons.

PAYS HEED TO THE WRITERS, 


Beverly. Mass.. Aug. 19-—President 
Taft combined a little official business 
with his golf to-day. He met the 
Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Moyer, at 
the Myopia Club this morning and 
talked departmental matters over with 
him both before and after ho had 
played around the eighteen-hale course 
and bad lost a two-ball match to Capt. 
Hu it. hi* military aide, by one up. To¬ 
morrow the President will have Mr. 
Meyer for an opponent at Myopia. 

Stories that have gonu abroad about 
the great speed at which President 
Taft’s chauffeur take* the Chief Mag¬ 
istrate along the smooth oiled road¬ 
ways about Beverly have caused the 
summer White House mall to be flood¬ 
ed with letters ffrom timid admirers of 
Mr. Taft urging that Robinson, w'ho 
drive* the President** car the greater 
part of the time, be directed to exer¬ 
cise more caution. Some of the writer* 
have inclosed clippings from newspa¬ 
pers telling of fatal automobile acci¬ 
dent*. 

It is a fact that the President doe* 
like to go fast w'hen out In a ma¬ 
chine and the day Is fine, but it wa* 
officially announced to-day that Rob¬ 
inson ha* specific Instructions not to 
exceed twenty mile* per hour at any 
time, and that the needle on the 
speedometer, which remains fixed at 
tho maximum speed until reset, never 
nowaday* shows a fraction above the 
twenty-mile mark. 

Chariot P. Taft, the President’s 
brother, who with Mrs. Taft has been 
visiting at the Boardmans. at Beverly 
Farms, will leave Monday next. 
Charles Taft will go down to his big 
ranch near Corpus Chrlatl, Tex., before 
many days to prepare for the welcome 
to be extended the President when he 
visits there late In October. Mr. Taft 
w ill spend four days on the ranch, the 
longest stop ha will make at any place 
during his 13.000-mile trip. 

MEETING OF PRESIDENTS. 


Platform To Hold 50,000 Person* To 
Be Erected. 

Mexico City, Aug. 19.—The erection 
of a platform from which 50.000 per¬ 
sons can see President Diaz and Pres¬ 
ident Taft clasp hands and the sing¬ 
ing of the national anthems by hun¬ 
dreds of Mexican and American school 
children will be the feature of the 
meeting of the two Presidents at El 
Paso and City of Juarez, on the Inter¬ 
national border. October 16, according 
to the statement of Congressman Ig¬ 
nacio de la Barra, brother of tho Mex¬ 
ican Ambassador to the United States. 

’’The exact location of the Immense 
platform where the meeting of the 
Presidents will take place is not yet 
decided upon.” said Congressman Bar¬ 
ra. “This platform will be large 
enough to permit 50.000 persons to see 
the two Executives meet. As the riv¬ 
er is dry. the platform may be erect¬ 
ed on the bottom, thus in keeping with 
the original Idea of having the Presi¬ 
dents stand on their own soil when 
greeting each other, although this idea 
has been discouraged In official quar¬ 
ter*. 

"There will be banquet* given In 
both cities. President Diaz, It Is un¬ 
derstood. will go to the United States 
and be a guest of President Taft and 
then President Taft will come to Mex¬ 
ico and be the guest of President 
Dias.”

DANISH PARLIAMENT. 


Force* Way Past Doorkeepers and 
Denounce* Solon* As Hag¬ 
gling Hireling*. 


Copenhagen. Aug. 19.—The members 
of the Folkethlng. who met for the 
first time to-day since the forming of 
the new ministry, were treated to a 
lively overture by Mile. Westenholx, a 
suffragist, whose activity In the cause 
has brought her into prominence on 
several previous occasions. Forcing 
her way past the doorkeepers the wom¬ 
an planted herself In front of the pres¬ 
ident’s chair and gave the deputies a 
verbal trouncing. 

“Here you sit.” she cried out. ’’you 
Danish men. haggling selfishly In a fust 
of power over the weal and woe of the 
country.

WOMAN FOUND UNCONSCIOUS 
UNDER HER BED. 


Husband I* Missing and Police Axe 
Unable To Unravel the 
Mystery. 


New York. Aug. 19.—The mysterious 
circumstances under which Mrs. H. K 
H. beneolci, wife for lees than a year 
of a prominent music instructor, wa* 
f *und unconscious in per home in the 
exclusive Park Slope section of Brook¬ 
lyn. are puzzling the police. Mrs. Ben¬ 
edict is in a hospital unconscious, and 
for only a moment ha* she been able 
to speak and then not in any way to 
dissipate the mystery. 

For several days the neighbors had 
observed that the windows and front 
doors of tho Benedict home had been 
open, that neither Mr. Benedict nor hi* 
wife hud tK-en seen, and mat no one 
responded to the ringing of tho door 
bell.

CHEVROLET’S GREAT TIME 


I NDIANAPOLIS. Aug. 19-Two lire* 
were lost and two record* broken dur¬ 
ing the inauguration of the Indlanopo- 
11 * motor speedway to-day. WllUam A 
Bourque, driver of the Knox car in tha 
74-mile race, end Harry Holcomb. Me 
mechanician, wore killed in the frenxled 
carnival of epoed. 

Burney Oldfield. driving a high-powered 
Bens, covered a mile in breaking 

De Palma** mark of :fil; and Louts Chev¬ 
rolet. In a Bulck, negotiated ten jnllee in 
the marvelous time of 8:56.4. cutting Old¬ 
field's time of 9:12. Both of these are new 
American track marks. « 

Robert Burman won the 280-mile race, 
the feature of the day. the contest that 
cost Bourque and Holcomb their lives. 
The winner's time was 4:38:54.4—slow be¬ 
cause of the many accident* that marred 
the event. The Stoddard-Dayton (Clem* 
entg) was second in 4:46:01.8, and the Na- 
tioraU (Mors) finished third in 4:62:39.7. 

Another National, with Kincaid at the 
wheel, was the only other car of the ten 
starters to finish the long grind. 

The death of the two men caused the 
American Automobile Association to Issue 
an ultimatum to the owners of the big 
track that certain changae must be made 
by to-morrow or the sanction for the 
event will bo withdrawn. 

Tho American Automobile Association 
demands that tfco track be freed from the 
many and dangerous ruts, which are said 
to be unavoidable in a now track, and 
that every inch of It be thoroughly oiled 
and tarred. To-day only a abort portion 
In front of the grandstand was oiled and 
the dust on the other parts la blamed for 
the collapse of two driver* In the long 
race— Louis Chevrolet and Fred LIU*—who 
were blinded by the dense white mist that 
covered the major portion of the track. 

Two record* were broken and the first 
day of tho Immense track proved fair to 
be an unqualified success, when a pall 
was oast over the crowd of 13,000 npeed- 
tnnd spectator* by the sudden death of 
Bourque and Holcomb.

▲bout the Accident. 


The Knox car was In second place, 
with Burman in his Buick leadint and 
had covered nearly 150 mile* when the 
crash came. While coming down the 
home stretch the car suddenly swerved 
snd tore Into the fence at the left of tho 
track, turning completely over and pin¬ 
ning its two occupants beneath It. Both 
men were alive when take ft from under 
the Ill-fated machine, but Bourque died in 
the ambulance on the w»y to the Mercy 
Hospital. Holcomb lived a few minutes 
longer, but was dead soon after he ar¬ 
rived at the hospital. 

Stories ss to the cause of the accident 
vary, and no one will ever know what re¬ 
ally caused tho cat of death to awerve 
from the track. According to the story 
told by Private Frank Brander, Company 
H, Second Regiment, Indiana National 
Guard. who was nearest to tho scene of 
the accident and had a harrow escape 
from Injury, something caused both men 
to suddenly turn and look behind. As 
they did the steering wheel slipped from 
Bourque's hands ana hs threw his arms 
helplessly in the air. Then came the 
crash. 

One of the rear wheels was found 
few hundred feet from the scene of the 
accident, and this has led to the advance¬ 
ment of the theory that the axle nuta on 
It had not been properly tightened when 
the machine had taken on a new tire, 
shortly before. 

The men probably felt that wheel slip 
ping off, and after, they looked behind 
they realised their helplessness to 
vent an accident.

Bourque was 26 years old and lived at 
Springfield. Mass He had been In the 
employ of the Knox Company for seven 
.years and had been a racing driver since 
■ 1907. He raced second In the recent Cube 
Trophy race at Crown Point, Ind.. and 
shortly before he had been seriously in¬ 
jured when his car overturned in n hill- 
rtlmblng contest near Worcester. Mass., 
In May 

Holcomb was 23 years old and lived at 
Grandvllle. Maas. Ho had been with the 
Knox Company for two years and wo* 
considered one of the best mechanicians 
in the racing business. Both were un¬ 
married Albert Denison, the racing part¬ 
ner of Bourque, collapsed niter the acci¬ 
dent and the services of a physician were 
required. The sight of the two men ly¬ 
ing dead was too much for the friends 
of both, who had been called upon so often 
to face death in the same manner.

Chevrolet dashed Into the lead at the 
start and held it for fifty-two laps, or 
more than half the race, with the brief 
exception of the 150th nnd 160th laps, 
when he relinquished it to hi* teammate, 
Burman. the winner. Then he WOS blind¬ 
ed and wo* led from the track and his 
car withdrawn. Miller, in a Stoddard- 
Dayton. also give up his losing race about 
this time. 

After Cheviot's withdrawal Burman 
again went Into the lead, with Bourque 
second and Kincaid. In a National, tldrd. 
This order continued until the fatal ac¬ 
cident to the Knox, and Kincaid moved 
into second and Kilts, in a Jackson, 
loomed up as a contender In third place. 

Burtnan led until tho eighty-second lap, 
or about 305 miles, had been covered. 
Continual trouble with tires and Ignition 
caused him to lose his once commanding 
lead and drop back to second, while Kills, 
who had passed Kincaid some distance 
hack, took tho lend, with Burman second 
and Clements, in a Stoddard-Dayton, 
third.

Crowds Gather Early. 


When Fred J. Wagner started the con 
testanu In the five-mils stripped chassis 
race at noon the three-day carnival of 
speed was on. The big grandstand was 
comfortably filled with acrowd of auto¬ 
mobile enthusiasts from all parts of the 
country. All day yesterday and this morn¬ 
ing the out-of-town devotees of racing 
poured in until this city was tilled almost 
to overflowing. 

The crowds filed out to the speedway 
early, and the cheaper seats had a com¬ 
fortable quota present long before noon. 
Hundreds of automobiles were massed In 
tho immense parking apace. Just a little 
way from the finish lln« down the home 
stretch. It was hers that the real con 
tests were expected, as tho mile straight, 
away offered many temptations for tre¬ 
mendous speed.

finally located a man who drove the 
alleged counterfeiter to a Utile farm 
out in the country. It was late by 
this time and the detective decided to 
turn In for the night after forming a 
deflnlto plan to go after Roberts the 
next morning. 

Bright and early yesterday morning 
Detective Donnclla rose and procured 
a conveyance to the little farm outside 
SimpaonvJlI© where his man was con¬ 
cerned with dreams of success for his 
plan to get rich. 

Th# detective pulled up several hun¬ 
dred yards from the farm where Rob¬ 
erts had accommodations close on to 
8 O'clock. He questioned a farmer, 
who told him that a man of Roberts’ 
description had been in the neighbor¬ 
hood. The detective then took up-the 
reins and drove up to the gate a lit-' 
-tlo distance back from the public road, 
dismounted from his vehicle and 
walked Into the barnyard. 

• • • 

Said He Was There. 


The wife of the farmer who owned 
the place came to meet him and when 
asked if Mr. Roberts lived there re¬ 
plied In the affirmative, thinking that 
the detective was a friend of the coun¬ 
terfeiter. She called to Roberts, who 
was upstairs when fhe detective ar¬ 
rived, who answered the summons with 
the thought of arrest and prison en¬ 
tirely out *»f hie mind. He walked out 
Into the open yard and shook hands 
with the detective. 

Tt was Chen that the detective broke 
the news. Roberts turned pule and 
nearly oollapned when he saw that the 
Jig was up. but finally, with an effort, 
pulled himself together and requested 
permission to change nis apparel. He 
was attired In blue overalls and an 
undershirt when his arrest was ef¬ 
fected and the detective complied. 
They ascended the stairs together in¬ 
side the farmhouse, where a sight met 
the detective’s gaxe that caused him 
to open wide Ms eyes and stare. 

In one comer of the room stood wna© 
open the big brass-bound trunk Ailed 
with counterfeit Mexican greenbacks. 
On a table In the center of the room 
stood a queer-looking machine and 
several stamps with ink bottles filled 
with fluids of various colors. Roberts 
had been at work putting on the finish¬ 
ing touches to the large snpply of hills 
he had on hand which, according to 
Detective Donnella, Locked only the let¬ 
ter ”M.” 

According to Detective Donnella, Rob¬ 
erts turned to him when they entered 
the room In the midst of all the evi¬ 
dence and remarked: 

’’Well. I’m the man. You’ve got me; 
that’s all.” 

Roberts, after several minute*, re¬ 
gained his self-control and proceeded 
to dress himself for the Journey to the 
Louisville Jail. Meantime the detective 
.ed up all the evidence In the trunk 
and locked It securely. In a few min¬ 
utes Roberta announced that he was 
ready, when the trunk was placed on 
the wagon at the gate. The detective 
and hUi prisoner climbed up and were 
soon at the railroad station and on the 
way to Louisville. 

• • • 

Says Koenig la Innocent- 


Detective Donnella in a statement last 
night said that Roberts told him when 
being questioned that Albert Koenig, 
the printer, was employed to print the 
counterfeit bills last July. He said, ac¬ 
cording to the detective, that Koenig 
was kept In Ignorance of his plana and 
that therefore he should be allowed to 
go free. 

Asked If the mysterious appearance 
of John C. Wilkie, chief of the United 
States Secret Service Bureau, In Lou¬ 
isville a few days ago had anything at 
all to do with the arrest of the coun¬ 
terfeiter*. Mr Donnella replied In the 
negative. 

Mr. Donnella declined to state the 
name of the farmer at whose place 
Robert.** was living near Slmpsonvllle 
when h!s capture was effected. He said 
they were Innocent country people, 
bearing a good name and reputation so 
far as he knew and he did not care to 
have theii names dragged Into the case. 
Ho also said that he has the names of 
Roberts* three slaters here In his p >s- 
pesslon. but his notes were in his of¬ 
fice tbeked up and he could not recall 
them from memory. 

• • • 

Roberta Refuses To Talk. 


It v&i only with the greatest of d‘f- 
flculty that John Roberts could b»* In¬ 
duced to talk In his cell at the coun y 
Jail last night. He maintained strict 
nee when piled with questions, but 
would occasionally reply to one, saying 
”1 won’t talk; good-night” 

After awhfle. however, he stated that 
he has been ail through Mexico. He 
said he never worked for anyone In 
that country and also denied that he 
ever passed counterfeit coin ther». 
When asked how* he made his living In 
Mexico he seemed at a loos for an an¬ 
swer. He Ignored the question alto¬ 
gether. 

Roberta waa then questioned about 


his earner in Louisville and In other 
cities of the country. He would not 
talk at all upon this subject. He de¬ 
clined to give his residence address in 
Louisville except to say that he had 
been boarding at the Farmers’ Home 
Hotel on Market street, near Preston 
atreet- 

Next he was asked if he had ever 
been in the toils of the law on a coun¬ 
terfeiting or any other charge. He said: 

"1 was never arrested before in my 
life.” 

Roberta refused to make reply to a 
question aa to what Inaplred him to 
launch himself Into the business. He 
would only say: 

”1 bungled my first Job." 

Roberts Is said to have been a mar¬ 
ried man at one time. His wife, it Is 
understood, died here several years ago. 
Roberts refused to talk when ques¬ 
tioned about her. He declared that hr 
did not work In Louisville and had no 
home here. Marion Roberts was re¬ 
fused the reporters by Dr. Thomas 
Ryans, who said he was too ill to talk. 

WILLIAM KOENIG 

Tells How He Came To Print ‘Phony’ 
Bills. 

William Koenig, who was arrested 
In connection with the case by Secret 
Service Agent S. A. Donnella, Wednes¬ 
day morning, was interviewed at his 
homo near Qagel’s station on the Sev¬ 
enth-street road last night. He read¬ 
ily told the story of how* he was in- 
vlegled, he said, into assisting in mak¬ 
ing the counterfeit bills. 

Koenig, a young man who Is 31 
years of age. but doesn’t look to be 
more than 24 years old. drew his little 
3-year-old closer to his arms as she 
sat In a swing in the yard, and ponder¬ 
ed. He did not reply for perhaps three 
or four minutes, and then he said: 

”Yes, I guess that would be the 
best thing I could do. My wife does 
not know yet that 1 have been arrest¬ 
ed. but 1 suppose that she will event¬ 
ually know it all and I don’t want her 
to think that I am dishonest.** 

“Just tell all about It, then,” he was 
urged. 

• • • 

Tells His Story, 


"Well, John Roberts and ‘Cliff* Rob¬ 
erts are my wife’s uncles. John Rob¬ 
erta came to Louisville from New* 
York, so he said, the latter part of 
May. If I remember, to make a visit 
with ’Cliff* out at Harrod’s Creek. He 
knew that I was a printer, so a ft*w 
days afterward he came to me and said 
that he had a little Job of presswork 
which he wanted to have done and 
asked me If 1 wouldn’t take the Job. 
He asked rnc If 1 was going to take 
a vacation this year. I told him that 
I had not thought much about ft. John 
then sa.!d that If I would take a vaca¬ 
tion and oome up to ’Cliff's* farm. 1 
could enjoy all the fun of a vocation 
where there was country food, a nice 
creek to swim in, and a good place to 
flsh. 'While you are up there you can 
do this printing for me and I will give 
you $10 for your work.’ John declared 
to me. 

“I thought the matter over for a 
couple of weeks, and decided that it 
would be pretty nice to take a vaca¬ 
tion. the first In four years, and make 
some money while I was taking the 
rest.” 

"When did John see you again?” 
Koenig was asked. 

“He talked with me In an off-hand 
manner about the work several times 
after that. 1 finally decided to take a 
week off and told my employer. Hugh 
Ellis, that I would like to get away for 
a fishing trip some time In July. It 
was arranged that I might go on July 
24 and stay a week.” 

’’Did John give you any Instructions 
about keeping the vacation and the 
printing of the bills quiet, before 
hand?” 

• • • 

Told Him To Say Nothing. 

’Yes. he told me that he had a 
contract or something with a New 
York firm to print the* bonds of some 
South African mining company and 
that they did not want anybody to get 
wind of the fact until the l onds were 
put up for sale next spring." 

’’Where did the printing press, the 
paper stock and the plates come from 
and where were they kept?” 

"I don't know anything about thAi. 
When I got out to 'Cliff's* place on 
Monday, July 26, the press, plates, pa¬ 
per. Ink and everything was there and 
set up ready for work. John said he 
had brought the material from New 
York. There were six plates, one for 
each color, and they were copper etch¬ 
ings with wood bases. The press was 
an old-fashioned one; I don’t remem¬ 
ber what make it was, but I could 
only run the bonds In 'singles’ on it. 

I did not have to 'kick* off the impres¬ 
sions, for John rlgg»*d up a handle on 
the roller-spring bars and he and 
•CllfT took turns at pumping it. All 
that 1 did was to feed the paper Into 
the prers and watch the Ink" 

’’Was the paper special stock, the 
kind that the Government use* in this 
country to print currency on? Th** 
p.aper with the silk strands In It?” 

"No. the stock wu» a sixteen or 
twenty-pound linen laid paper and 
was not of a quality that would sug¬ 
gest Its being used for money. The 
’bonds' were small than the United 


States money and I naturally thought 
that they w'ere certificates or some¬ 
thing of the sort—Just what John told 
me they were.” 

"Did you do the work during the 
daytime or at night?” he was inter¬ 
rogated. 

f • • • 

Worked During Day. 

”We worked in the daylight. If they 
had asked me to work at night I think 
I would have suspected something 
was WTong and would have refused 
to do anything with It. 

"You see, there was nothing to the 
business that would give me the least 
Idea that there was anything crooked. 
All of the words were Spanish, they 
told me, and the only thing I could 
make out w r as TOO c-i-e-s.* I asked 
John what that meant and he told me 
they were bonds to be sold at $100 
apiece. That was enough explanation 
for me.” 

”How was it that 'C1IITV family did 
not suspect that something was wrong 
and make embarrassing Investiga¬ 
tions?” 

” ‘CllfT has no family. His house Is 
kept by hi* niece, a Mrs. Harp, a wom¬ 
an about 46 or 60 years old. I tell 
you we worked apparently In the open 
In the evenings after supper we went 
down to the creek, went swimming, 
smoked and swapped yam*.” 

“Just how did you go about the 
printing of the bills?” 

"Well, we printed about 1,700 a day. 
There were four oolors to go on the 
face of the bills and two on the back 
We ran off the face first. The first 
impression was In a yellow tint; then 
we printed In brown; then In black and 
, then red. The back was printed In a 
green-black 'dead* Ink and a steel blue, 
the color of the stamp. This Is os 
much of the work as I did. and John 
told me the bills were not completed, 
but that they had to be numbered, rub¬ 
ber-stamped. perforated and signed by 
hand. I did not see any of the Anal 
work done, for he told me that part of 
it would be done by the New York flr 
for which he was doing the printing." 

’’When did you first learn that the 
issuing of the bills was Illegal and that 
you were a party to a counterfeiting 
game?”

Visited By Donnella. 

"Not until the Secret Service Agent. 
Mr Donnella. came to the Ellis Print¬ 
ing plant. 336 West Main street, where 
lam employed He came In Wednes¬ 
day morning and asked me If I had 
done any printing for John Roberts 
As John had told me at different times 
that the work we had done was to be 
entirely secret, and that I was not to 
mention the business to anyone. I did 
not respond readily to Mr. Donnella * 
questions. I merely answered, ’Yes, a 
little bit; why?* 

"He then told me that he was a se¬ 
cret service agent and that the work I 
hud done was part of a big counterfeit¬ 
ing plot, which John and 'Cliff' were 
implicated In. I knew then, of course, 
that I had been inveigled Into doing 
something unlawful, and was willing to 
tell the Federal officers everything I 
knew. 

"Mr. Donnella told me that I was un¬ 
der arrest and ordered me to go with 
him to the Federal building I was out 
there for about two hours and I learned 
from the officers that ’CllfT' and John 
were wanted for counterfeiting Mexican 
money, and that they had worked me. 
unsuspectingly, into helping them mak< 
St. 

“Do you think that you will be sent 
to the penitentiary for the part you 
have had In the work?”

Despite the efforts of leaders to pre¬ 
vent the Introduction of the Pincnot- 
Balllnger controversy, former United 
States Senator Thoma* M. Patterson,

WAR IS OVER 


But Victory Ha3 Not Been 
Awarded. 


BOTH GENERALS BELIEVE THEY 
HAVE BEST OF IT. 


REDS THINK BOSTON WAS 
THEIR MERCY 


AT 


SEVERAL SPIRITED FIGHTS. 


Boston. Mass.. Aug. 19.—Ths war 
game, which has been conducted in 
Southeastern Massachusetts during the 
week, ended to-day. but whether Bos¬ 
ton, w'hlch was th© objective point of 
the Invading army under Brig. Gen. 
Tasker H Bliss, was really captured 
theoretically or whether the Massa¬ 
chusetts troops, commanded by Gen. 
William A. Pew, succeeded In repulsing 
the attack of the Reds and blocking 
the path to Boston. Is still a mystery. 

Gen. Bliss expressed confidence to¬ 
night that he had won the victory and 
that the decision of the umpires, when 
it is ultimately given, will be In his 
favor. He declared that he had opened 
a way to Boston. On the other hand, 
Gen. Pew and his lieutenants and some 
of the umpires and other regular army 
officers In the Blue camp declared that 
the advantage of the position at the 
close of hostilities lay with the Blues. 

• • • 

Armies Near Together. 


To-night the head of the army of In¬ 
vasion was at Assonet. a mile or two 
from Hancrver Four Corners, while the 
head of Gen. Few’s army was not more 
than 200 yards distant, and was said 
by the Blue officers to occupy a posi¬ 
tion where It could rake with a deadly 
fire the troops of the Red should an ad¬ 
vance be made along that road. 

Already orders for disbanding the 
army of the Red have been given and 
to-morrow morning will sec the troops 
from New York and New* Jersey on 
their way home. 

The head of the Red army to-night 
rested at Assonet, while the main body 
was at Hanover Four Corners, which, 
according to Gen. Bliss, is the objective 
point he has been aiming to reach over 
since he landed hit forces at New Bed¬ 
ford. The result was accomplished aft¬ 
er the hardest day of fighting that the 
war game witnessed. 

The Reds began the fighting early in 
the day by throwing their left wing 
against the right of the Blues, which 
were gathered in considerable strength 
near Gourneys Corner, for two mile* 
along a road through Bryantvlll© to the 
shores of Sandy Pond. 

• • • 

Umpire® Disagree. 

For three hours the fighting contin¬ 
ued and the Blues held back the Red 
attack. After disagreeing somewhat, 
the umpires decided to set the Reds 
back a short distance. Troop B. of the 
Massachusetts cavalry, succeeded In 
creeping through a piece of woods aft¬ 
er having dismounted, And captured 
two field guns and “shot" forty horses 
of the Sew York field artillery, which 
had been shelling the Blues from the 
rear center. 

As the cavalry was making off and 
taking with them the captured guns, 
the Connecticut Infantry fell on them, 
captured about half the troops and re¬ 
captured the guns. 

The orders given by Gen. Bliss ear¬ 
ly In the morning to this detached 
wing of his army was to hold back the 
Blue forces and occupy their attention 
until the middle of the forenoon. This 
plan was carried oat and then the 
Reds fell back In good order to Pem¬ 
broke Center, where another short but 
sharp battle took place. 

• • • 

Encounter the Enemy. 

The Red detachment was trying t® 
rejoin the main army, two miles fur¬ 
ther up the road, when a large forot 
of the Blues was encountered. Th!i 
Blue force consisted of Infantry, which 
had been hurried over a cross road 
with the hope of destroying a bridge 
at the foot of Oldham’s Pond. 

If the Blues had succeeded In dyna¬ 
miting this bridge it might hare caused 
considerable trouble for the Reds. As 
soon as fighting began here a ma¬ 
chine gun platoon of the Tenth Cav¬ 
alry galloped up and quickly opened 
fire and held back the attack of the 
Blues. 

• • # 

Biggest Fight of Day. 


The greatest battle of the day. which 
lasted nearly four hours, occurred near 
Hanover Four Corners. Brig Gen. 
Bliss. Maj. Gen Leonard Wood, the 
chief umpire; Maj. Gen. Francis B. 
Greene and foreign military attaches 
viewed the battle from a green lawn 
At th© top of the hill in front of the 
Odd Fellows* Hail. One hundred yards 
in front of them were three batteries 
of artillery, which soon unllmbered, 
firing In the back yard of a farm¬ 
house, while across the valley of a lit¬ 
tle brook was the field artillery of the 
Blues. Massed solidly on the top of 
the hill were Red infantry regiments, 
while several were engaged on the 
slope. 

Although Gen. Bliss regarded Han¬ 
over Fourcorners. where* roads lead 
off in many directions, ss his objective 
point, he came to the conclusion that 
the Blue General had left the road 
leading in the most dtrect line to Bos¬ 
ton unguarded and he therefore sent 
the Connecticut brigade and the Four¬ 
teenth New York Infantry on Ahead to 
Assonet. about a mile and a half be¬ 
yond Hanover Fourcorners. 

• • • 

Both Claim Victory. 


Gen. Bliss and his officers believed 
to-night that In reaching Hanover 
Fourcorners ahead of the Blue army 
nnd In sending regiments farther on to 
Assonet. he had won a victory and had 
got beyond the army of Gen. Pew. on 
the road to the city of Boston, which 
tho Blue army was defending, but 
Gen. Pew declared thAt he had two 
battalions on a hill commanding the 
highway At Assonet and that the van¬ 
guard of the Reds was practically 
9 wiped off the map.

BIGGEST IN YEARS 


APPLE BRANDY CROP ESTIMAT¬ 
ED AT GOO BARRELS. 


JLeatucky Will Be One of the Few 
States To Grow Anything Like 
An Average Crop. 


Kentucky this year will produce more 
apple brandy than it has been able to 
manufacture from a eeabon s supply of ap¬ 
ple* Since 1906. Thomas Batman esti¬ 
mates that the apple crop of the State Tor 
this year will enable manufacturers to 
fthico about $00 or 999 barrels of the prod¬ 
uct on the markets The State has not 
been able to produce ae many as 600 bar- 
re!*» in >ne year since the last big apple 
Crop of 1906. 

' 1* may not be generally known, hut. ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Batman. Kentucky la the 

larg'-et apple brandy produolng com - 
jnvimty In the whole world. Under favor- 

S t# conditions, with a good or average 
•9 applee. the State would send out 
90 or 8,000 barrels of fine apple brandy 
each and every year. This achievement, 
however, has been impossible since 1906. 
I6r the apple crops in Kentucky since then 
have been small: so much so, in fact, that 
•nly 360 barrels of brandy wore produced 
In 190? and 100 barrels or less last year. 
A greater part of this brandy was made 
from applee received here from New York 
tt*te. which leaves room for doubt that 
Kentucky would have been able to pro¬ 
duce any brandy at ah In 1901 without the 
little aid It secured from New York. 

The best qualities of brandy sell nearly 
always higher than the best whiskies. 
According to an expert, the best brandy 
tn&d't in Kentucky comes from Meade 
oeunty. It sells at $2 a gallon wholraale 
usually, but then© are some grades In 
Meade county that cannot be bought un¬ 
der $160 a gallon.

It now develops that the Increased] 
duties of the Rev. Reuben H. Moore 
had as much to do with him tendering 
his resignation as chaplain at tho In] 
(liana Reformatory* in Jeffersonville as 
anything else. Until the latter part 
of July there was a position Ailed by 
John H. Madera, which was known as 
mail clerk, his duties being to write 
letters for the convicts who were not 
able to do so themselves and to censor 
those that were penned by the inmates 
who had sufficient education to do so. 
The Incoming mail was also read by 
Mr. Madera, who became such an ex¬ 
pert that at a glance he could tell 
whether a letter should be delivered 
to the Inmate to whom It was address¬ 
ed. If It contained nothing objection 
able a stamp was placed upon each 
sheet, and this put the responsibility 
on Mr. Madera. 

He was relieved from duty and the 
work he performed was assigned to 
Mr. Moore, who had no .experience in 
that line, and was given an assistant, 
who Is also employed In the library. 
Men in the first grade are permitted to 
write one letter on the Arst and third 
Sundays of each month to their wife, 
mother, father, brother or sister and 
to receive that many during the period 
Many of the letters written never gel 
by the assistant superintendent, who is 
the court of last resort, and several 
that come in are thrown out of every' 
mail. This makes the work particular 
and considerable time Is required. Mr 
Moore says his Increased duties are 
more laborious than Ailing a regular 
pulpit and he would prefer the latter. 

The schemes of the Inmates of the 
Indiana Reformatory to communicate 
with friends on the outside are numer¬ 
ous and as a general thing shrewdly 
planned. In some instancee it has been 
known where released men have writ¬ 
ten back, under a prearranged plan, to 
his reformatory chum, giving him some 
desired information through a code that 
an ordinary person would not discover 
and sign the name of a relative. At¬ 
tempts have been made frequently to 
get letters out through bribing officers 
or free men about the Institution, but 
this Is a dangerous practice for all con 
cerned. Not long ago a Jeffersonville 
attorney received a letter from an In 
mate that had been smuggled out and 
carried as far as Indianapolis before 
being mailed. The creAses In the pa¬ 
per showed it w'as originally folded un¬ 
til It was not larger than a postage 
stamp. 

2,973 Deaths In July. 

The Jeffersonville supply of the 
monthly bulletin of the State Board of 
Health for July has arrived and It 
•hows Indiana was far from being a 
health resort during the period cover¬ 
ed. The total number of deaths In the 
State for July was 2,973, which is an 
Increase erf 141 over the same period In 
1908. The largest number of death* 
was caused by tuberculosis and there 
were 324 victims; 129 males and 195 
females. Of the men only 17 were mar. 
Had. between the ages of 18 and 46. 
while the number of women of the 
same ages was 59. The deaths were in 
313 homes, which shows there was more 
than one death from consumption In 
some of tho Indiana households during 

ray. 

Typhoid fever raged to a considerable 
extent and there were 7$ deaths from 
the disease during July. Whooping 
cough claimed 25 victims; pneumonia 
61 and smallpox 2. The number of 
deaths by violence was 196. which Is 4 
less than in July, 1908. There were 6 
males and 1 female murdered, while 36 
males and 23 females committed sui¬ 
cide. The accidental deaths numbered 
163. of which 25 were charged against 
steam roads, while the Interurban lines 
escaped with one. Three were killed 
by street cars and four were sent to 
their long home by automobiles. There 
were 80 persons drowned and 11 who 
died from scalds and burns. Twenty - 
one deaths were the result of falls; 21 
from machinery and 8 from horses 
and vehicles. Lightning and electricity 
killed 13 persons and 8 died from pto¬ 
maine poisoning.
